SYMIOMS. 

The fymtom: of feolding ave thefe ; a quick pulle, ge- 
nerally, about ene hundied in a minute; the eyes confide- 
rally intlamed, .cipecially in perfons who are fat, or refide 
near fifhmarkets; a flufhing in the face, very often to a 
great degree; atotheriimesin the courfe of the fit, the 
¢qlour comes and goes in a muft furpifing manner; an 
irregular, but violent motion of the hands and arms, and 
a ftamping with the right foot; the voice exceedingly 
Joud, and as the diforder advances, it become hoarfe and 
inarticulate ;.and the whole frame is agitated. After thele 
fymtoms, bave continued for fome time, they gradually, 
ahd in tome cafes, very fuddenly go off; a plentitul eifu- 
fon of water comes, from the eyes, andthe patient 16 te. 
jtoyed to health; -but the diforder leaves a confidetable 
degree of weaknels, and a peculiar toolifinels of look, 
efpecially if fkrangers have been prefent during the fit. 
The memory too, is, I conceive, fonewhat impaired; the 
patient appears to retain a very imperfect recollection of 
what palfed, and if pul in mind of any circumitances, ob- 
Rinately denies them’! ‘Fhefe fymtoins may be fuppeled, 
will very confiderably in different patients, but whorethey 
appear at One time, theve can be very hth. doubt of ihe 
diforder. 
PREDISPOSING CAUSES, 

In all difeafes, a knowledge of the predifpefing caufes 
will be found to affitt.us.in the cure. Ln the prefeut cafe, 
thefe caufes are, irruabtlity of the vafoular fyftem, an exal- 
tation of the paffliuas, and a moderaic deficiency of natural 
temper.

OCCASIONAL CAUSES.

Head Quarters were eftablifhed on the gth at Brefcia, 
J ordered Gentral of Divifion Kilmaine, to march with 
2500 cavalry, and 6 battallions of grenadiers to Definzan- 
no, and Gen. Rufea, with a half brigade of light infantry 
to Lalo. My intention was to induce Beaulieu to believe 
that I wanted to turn his flank by the upper part of the 
Lake to cut off the road of the Tyrol on the fide of Riva. 
1 kept all the divifion of the army in the rear, infomach 
that my right, with which I really meant to attack them, 
was only one day and a half’s march from the enemy. 1 
then placed the army behind the river Chenifa, where it 
appeared to be on the defenfive, while General Kilmaine 
advanced to the pofts of Pefchiera, and daily had fome 
kkirmithes with the advanced pofts of the eremy, in one of 
which the Auftrian General, Lieptay, was killed. 

On the 10th the divifion of General Angereau relieved 
that of General. Kilmaine, which retrogaded to Lonado, 
and arrivedthat evening at Caritiglionna. General Maf- 
fena was then at Mount Chearo, and General Serrurier at 
Montze. At 2 o’clock A. M. all the divifions were in 
Motion, direéting their march towards Borghetto, where I 
had deiermined to crofsthe Minico. The enemy’s van- 
guard, confiiting ef 3 or 4000 infantry and of 1800 horfe, 
defended the approach of Borghetto, Our cavalry on a 
flow trot, flanked and followed by our carbincerts and 
gtanadiers charged them with much bravery, and put the 
enemy’s cavalry in diforder and took from them a piece of 
artillery. The enemy.then croffed the bridge demolifh- 
ing one of its arches. The light artillery immediately en- 
gaged. We were endeavoring with much difficulty to 

mend it urider the fire of the enemy’s batteries. When 
about 50 grenadicrs, with General Gardenne,”* a granadier 
in height, as well as courage, at their head, threw them~- 
fslves into the river, the water being up to their chins, 
holding their mufkets.over their heads, ._The enemy be- 
lieving they faw the dreadful column that attacked them 
The bridge was mended 
with eafe.--our grénadiers inftantly pafled the Minico, and 
poflizifed themfelves of Valeggio, the-head quarters of 





Beaulieu, who had juft left it. However the ¢nemy ftag- 
gered and partly routed, were drawa up inorder of battle, 
between Valeggio and Villa Franco, but we téok good care 
not to foilow them.. They appeared to rally, and their 
batteries were increafed and moved towards us. This was 
exaétly what I wifhed,’ I had much ado to contain the 
impatience, or rather the fury of*the grenadiers. 

In the mean time General Augeréau croffed the Minico 
---he had orders to move towards Pefchiera, following the 
banks of this river, and cut off the paflcs of ‘the Tyrol from 
the enemy.--- Beaulieu, and the wretches of his army, would 
then have been completely furrounded without a poffibili- 
ity of retreating. -Imorder to prevent the enemy frony 
perceiving the movement of General Angereau, 1 cauled 
them to be vigoroufly cannonaded from Valeggio; but 
being inftruéted by- their patroles, of Gen. Angereau’s 
march, the enemy filed towards the road of Caftlenuova. 
A reinforcement of cavalry joined them at the fame time. 
and enabled them to protect their retreat. Our cavalry 
commanded by Gen. Murat, did wonder$---this General 
hiynfelf difengaged feveral of our light infantry whom the 
enemy were about making prifoners. The chief brigade 
of the 10th regiment of light infantry have equally diftin- 
guifhed themfelves. Gen. Angereau arrived at Pefchiera, 
found the place evacuated by the enemy. 

On the ath at break of day, we marched to Rivoli, 
but the enemy had already croffed the Adigeo, aud broken 
down almoft all the bridges. The lofs of the enémy on 
this'day, is computed at'1500 men, and 500 horte killed 
and taken prifoners. Among the latter is prince de Cout- 
ly, lieut. Gen, of the armies of the King of Naplés, and 
commander in chief of the Neapolitan cavalry, ‘We have 
alfo taken five pieces of cannon, two twelve and three fix 
pounders and feven or eight covered waggons, loaded with 
military ftores. - We found magazines at Caftelnuova, of 
which a part was already confumed by fire. Gentral di- 
vifion, Kilmaine, had a horfé wounded uader him. 

Thus are the Auffrians totally expelled Italy. Our ad- 
vanced poits are on the mountains of Germafy. I will 
not mention the men who have diftinguifhed themfelves 
by their bravery to do this it would be neceffary to name 


defy and laugh atdeath, “They are now well ufed to 
meet cavaliy which they defpife---nothing equals their cou- 
rage uolefs it is th¢ gaiety with which they undergo rea- 
peated forced maiches, They fing sleernately theis-eoun- 
try and the God of love. Yow would natirally fuppofe, 
that arrived at places deftined for their reft, they would at 
leaft feek to enjoy fome. repofe.---But no, they amufe 
themfelves by furmifing and plabning: the operations of 
the next day, and fome of them ‘often think very juftly. 
The other day whilft feeing a half brigade filing off, a 
light Infantry man approached me and faid, ** General we 
muft do foand fo---* Sir cried I, will you be filent ?? and 
he inftantly difappeared. 
him, for what he hinted was exactly what 1 had ordered, 
but I fought in vain.
